The 
Domipican Friars appear’d firft, walking two and 
two, and were follow’d by 111 Prifoners Men 
and Women, Jews, who having renounc’d Judaifm, 
were the Yeliow San Bonito with a Red Sr. An- 
drew’s Crofs, having each a Staff in one Hand and 
a Chapeler or String of Beads in the other, and a 
Familiar by their fide ; after them came Five ocher 
Prifoners, with the San Benito painted with Flames’ 
and Devils, which fignified they were condemn’d to 
Dye, and a Prieft walking by their fide. They 
were burnt at 11 a Clock, Two of them alive, the 
otber Three were firft ftrangled. And thus ended 
this horrid Solemnity.. |

The 27th we continued firing tills in the Eve- 
ning, when the Breaches being large enough, we 
made an Affault and carried the Fort in lefs thana 
Quarter of an Hour. The Garrifon copfifting of 
800 Men were put to the Sword, except about 100 
that were made Prifoners, among whom were feve- 
ral Officers and particularly a French Brigadier 
nam’d Chaffan who commanded in the Fort. On 
eur fide only 8 Men werekill’d, and fome wounded, 
Among the former is Major General Saba, and a- 
mong the latrer M. Sickingen and Dracowitz both 
general Officers : We found in the Fort 10 heavy 
Cannon, 1 Mortar, and a great deal of Ammuni ion 
and Provifions. To Day, —- 28th, we are come 
before Gran, to lay Siege to it ; and the Male-
